billowing official statem ent was issued 
last evening: 
“At the afternoon s e s ­ 
sion of the conference Articles 7 and 
8 were discussed; Article 7 was 
set 
tied 
in principle, 
and Article 8 ac­ 
cepted unanim ously.” 
It was official­ 
ly explained that there remained not 
a difference to be adjusted on Article 
7, but only the elaboration of a single 
point. 
Article 7 is the cession of the 
branch of the Chinese Eaatern railroad 
from Harbin southward, and Article 8 
provides for the retention by Russia 
of the portion of I he 
line through 
northern 
Manchuria 
connecting 
the I 
trans-Siberian road with Vladivostok. 
The prospects of peace are distin ct­ 
ly 
brighter 
t o ’ -y. 
T he 
plenipoten­ 
tiaries are labo**’*.? with a seriousness 
and earnestness which leaves not the 
slightest doubt that both arc anxious 
to conclude a treaty. 
Though the 
main points remain to be contested 
and the plenipotentiaries of each side 
speak as though the conference would 
go to pieces unless the other side 
gives way, the spirit of com prom ise 
is in the air. 
When he returned to the 
hotel last r.l Ut Mr. Witte, who was 
tired out with his bard day’s work, 
said: 
“I am do ng all I e m do for peace. 
Of the eight articles w e have already 
considered I have yielded seven.

] other statesm an in R ussia would have

what I have done upon my own respon- 
j slblllty.”

P r! ays It th the others 
may he mod I ll d and accepted by Mr. 
Witte, in order to strengthen his po­ 
sition in insisting upon a concession 
from Japan regarding its demands of 
an indemnity and Sakhalin. 
Before yielding on either of the lat­ 
ter, It can be regarded as practically 
certain that Mr. W itte would commit 
the emperor. 
The exchange of view’s on the five 
remaining articles is expected to be 
completed 
on 
Friday 
or 
Saturday 
morning at the latest. 
The plenipo­ 
tentiaries will then adjourn until Mon­ 
day. and the interim will probably be 
used by th e plenipotentiaries to con ­ 
sult 
their 
respective 
governm ents. 
When they meet on Monday their last 
cards will be thrown on the table. 
If 
there is to he bargaining it will come 
than and suddenly the conference will 
be over or peace will be assured. 
The 
plenipotentiaries will 
com e together 
with protocols drawn up to sign and 
part, or remain for the elaboration of 
the "treaty of W ashington.”

In ’be early sixties John Murphy 
was a pour prospector in Nevada, 
in 
the lattet part of thai decade he met 
in Nova Scotia Kiiuy Fox daughter of 
a farmer iii that district. 
After a 
short engagement the two were mar 
tied and went 
West. 
Shortly after 
they returned and 
located 
in 
N ew 
York city 
Later he returned to the 
West, leaving hie wife in N ew York. 
He returned later and took her to Chi­ 
cago, w here he deserted her, It Is 
olaiim ii. 
Within a year after their marriage 
the first child, Glia, who is now the 
wife of Mr Curtis, was born. 
During 
the w om an’s stay ,n Chicago after b e­ 
ing abandoned by her husband, a sec­ 
ond 
daughter. 
Elizabeth, 
was 
born 
She was loath to inform her father of 
the disastrous tin! of bit’ marriage 
and atter! pted to support herself and 
children by working. 
The youngest 
child was given to a family by the 
name of Duncan at Logansport, Ind., 
and was adopted. 
Later the father of 
Mrs. Murphy cam e to Chicago and took 
his daughter back *o Nova Scotia. 
In 
1871 new s cann 
to her that Murphy 
bad been murdered in (’arson, Nev. 
During his s ’ay in N< w York ar the 
time he w as accom panied by his wife. 
Murphy had purchased property val­ 
ued at that tim e at $50,000. 
Shortly’ after his death his w ife re­ 
ceived letters at Nova Scotia discour­ 
agin g her rrom com ing West and say ­ 
ing that the property was of little 
value. 
Sfx years ago one of the four 
bodyguards 
whom 
Murphy 
had 
e m ­ 
ployed before bis death died at Truc­ 
kee, Nev. 
lr, 
his possession were 
found many of Murphy's papers, which 
claimed to ii rove lr in a mill Luna ire. 
One of the properties had been or 
e u pied bv a wealthy real estate man 
named Purdy, who claimed that the 
) property 
was legally 
transferred 
to 
him. but since tin* investigation has 
disappeared. 
The 
various 
mining 
properties in Nevada were transferred, 1 
it is claimed, in the sam e way bv a 
man and a woman who impersonated 
Murphy aud his wife 
Among Murphy's papers was found 
a will leaving nil his property to his 
two daughters. 
He carried large de­ 
posits with the Wells-Fargo Express 
company, as they admit, but they do 
not say what the balance was at the* 
time of his disappearance 
No effort 
has been made to get this money or 
several thousand dollars which lie is 
said to have had in N e w York banks. 
In regard to Murphy’s death it Is 
said that it occurred during one of his 
excursions to his properties 
in N e­ 
vada 
At 'he time he was killed, i! 
Is said, he was about fifty miles from 
Carson City. 
Some weeks after the 
murder som e of the bodyguards who 
accompanied him st ut* d that he had 
been shot 
from ambush while some 
listanee 
away 
from 
camp

tmind the body and Interred it.

Murphy’s papers were found in the 
strong-box in possession of one of the 
former bodyguards.
